Ford Defends Nixon, Says 
He's No Political Liability 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Vice President Gerald R. Ford rejects 


the idea that President Nixon's Watergate troubles have made him 
a political liability to fellow Republicans. 


Ford firmly defended the President at a news conference Friday 


less than 24 hours after he took his oath as the nation's 40th vice 
president. 


Many Republican lawmakers have privately expressed fears 


Nixon's low rating in public opinion polls may rub off on them. 
However, Ford said "If they had the opportunity to have the 
President appear, almost without exception they would be glad to 
have him." 


Earlier, talking with newsmen during a picture-taking session 


outside the Senate chamber, Ford said "I don't think the President 
is a political liability to any candidate." 


In his first full day as vice president, Ford spent barely over an 


hour presiding over the Senate. 


He met for 45 minutes at the While House with President Nixon, 


where he was given a description of some vice presidential duties. 
He also received word that the President would present "some 


new programs" to Congress and reiteration that Nixon won't 
resign. 
, 


Ford said he asked the President about that so he would know 


what to say when he appears Sunday on a television program. 


"The President has no intention whatsoever of resigning," Ford 


reported. "I have heard it before and it was reiterated to mo this 
morning. 


"I personally do not think he should resign," the vice president 


added, noting also that he sees "no evidence whatsoever" to 
justify a House vote in favor of impeaching Nixon. 


He said he expects Nixon to release this month details of his 


finances and of his handling of the International Telephone & 
Telegraph Corp. and milk fund cases. 


"When all of the facts are out," the vice president said, "he did 


assure me he will be completely exonerated. There will be no fair 
charges of involvement." 


Ford said his duties will include presiding over the Nationa 


Security Council and the Domestic Council in Nixon's absence. 
Also, he will be expected to carry out the political role performed 
by past vice presidents and to work closely with Congress.

The bill grants extraordinary 


authority to the governor and 
the Public Service Commission 
to deal with the energy crunch, 
including power over the utility 
and fuel companies, commer- 
cial business and activities af- 
fecting the daily life of every 
Michigan resident. 


One key provision would per- 


mit the governor—upon declar- 
ing a "state of severe energy 
shortage"—to suspend virtually 
any law in the state when it 
would "in any way prevent, 
hinder or delay necessary action 
in coping with the severe energy 
shortage." 


Backers of the bill—dubbed 


"the Emergency Energy Act of 
1973,"—argue it is needed to 
provide prompt action to deal 
with the energy crisis. The ef- 
fects of such a crisis might be 
too drastic to permit the usual 
legislative process to take its 
course, they explained. 


But to overcome the objec- 


tions of those who felt the 
legislature is giving away too 
much power, the bill was 
amended to provide legislative 
review and power to rescind 
governmental orders, along 
with the automatic expiration of 
orders. 


Even as the bill approached 


passage, 
several 
House 


members criticized what they 
termed the "dictatorship" as- 
pects of the bill and what they 
considered the abdication of 
authority by the legislature.

advertise themselves. 


Even before Watergate, a clamor 


had been rising to control the amount 
of money that a candidate could spend. 


There have been federal spending 


limits on the books for many years. 
Several states also imppse similar 
limitations. 


Being loosely drawn, purposely so, 


their spirit has been honored in the 
breech and it is only natural for the 
Watergate disclosures to stimulate a 
demand for absolute rigid monetary 
standards.

Proven methods of increasing 


the efficiency of fuel and of 
utilizing waste energy resources 
are available. These known 
techniques would save more in 
operating costs than the initial 
investment,

three years. Many can be ins- 
talled and operating within 
three to twelve months. Each 
saving by itself would be small; 
but in total these bits and pieces 
could add up to more than half 
of the energy shortage within a 
year if sufficient inducements 
were offered.

dollars invested in equipment 
for improved combustion con- 
trols, added insulation and other 
means of increasing fuel ef- 
ficiency,

away, using low quality gas now 
burned off as waste and for 
flattening the peaks of power 


use would give industry a new 
spark 
in 1974 of 
sufficient 


strength to increase, rather 
than decrease employment and 
to bolster industrial produc- 
tion. 


Yet with all this, Mr.t Nixon 


seems bent on belt lightening 
with little thought to increasing 
efficiency. 


Herewith a sample of possi- 


ble efficiencies: 


About 15 per cent of the fuel 


used by West Germany in steel 
making comes from waste by- 
product carbon monoxide. In 
the U.S. that gas is burned off as 
waste. 


Today approximately 60 per 


cent of used lubricating oil is 
thrown away. Reclaiming that 
oil could save the equivalent of 
50,000 barrels of petroleum a 
day. 


The equivalent of almost 


400,000 barrels of petroleum a 
day could be saved by a massive 
home-loan program aimed at 
increasing the insulation in 
homes, especially in attics, ins- 
talling storm windows and 
thermostats with timers which 
could be set to automatically 
turn down the heat drastically 
when not being used. The cost to 
the householder would be made 
up by the decrease in fuel bills. 


Another 250,000 to 300,000 


barrels a day in petroleum 
equivalent could be saved in of- 
fice buildings. 


The bodies for supplying the 


needed funds for this program 
are available in the plethora of 
alphabetical agencies which 
have grown up in Washington 
these past few decades. What's 
needed now is to establish" 
priorities and make the funds 
available. There is no need for 
this to be a charity program or 
boondoggle. The investments 
mentioned 
would, as noted 


above, be scheduled to bring 
more in savings than they would 
cost. 


Schizophrenia 


Of CBS On Drugs 


The Columbia Broadcasting 


System is one of the most 
powerful entities in our biggest 
growth market: the knowledge- 
communications industry. It is 
also a powerful political and 
social force. Yet it exhibits a 
strange 
corporate 


schizophrenia, which suggests 
that its main intention — Eric 
Sevareid and colleagues to the 
contrary notwithstanding — is 
simply making money. Is CBS, 
which has all sorts of moral 
pretensions, merely the modern 
equivalent of the big growth in- 
dustries of the past, Ihe robber 
barons of railroads, oil, and 
stock manipulation? 


Last 
week, in a 
speech 


. prepared for the Senate floor, 
Sen. James Buckley of New 
York called attention to an 
interesting 
contradition 
in 


CBS's corporate policy. The 
Radio Division of CBS has a 
policy of carefully monitoring 
its broadcasts to make sure 
that it is not promoting or 
glorifying 
drug 
use. The 


Records Division, however, may 
be pursuing a differenl policy. 


Senalor Buckley noled that in 
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"Yetsiree! Our new compactor in the kitchen it lutt 
great! Now, we can consum* SEVEN TIMES AS MUCH 


AS BEFOM..." 


1971, the president of the CBS 
Broadcast Division reiterated a 
policy, reflecting the concern of 
the Federal Communications 
Commission, of "not knowingly 
broadcasting for enterlainmenl 
purposes any material that 
promotes or glorifies the use of 
illegal drugs." 


He demanded that where 


broadcasts 
are 
concerned 


management personnel obtain 
"a written copy of the words of 
the material in question. . . 
either from the publisher or 
record company." The Broad- 
cast Division, in short is willing 
to screen its material to make 
sure that it is not flacking for 
narcotics. 


Over at the Record Division, 


on the other hand, a different 
atlitude prevails. Clive Davis, 
then head of the division, made 
the following policy stalement:

specifically rock music — sup- 
ports and encourages drug 
experimentation which leads to

erroneous and at the most a 
complele reversal of a cullural 
process. Music is a reflection of 
culture." 


Well, maybe. CBS Records' 


advertising is at least oc- 
casionally drug-oriented. Here 
is the texl of a CBS ad for 
"AORTA Music in a Main Vein 
on Columbia Records": "The 
Chicago heart pump oul a 
stream of anti-life corpuscles 
that rush through the main vein 
searching for a place lo hide. 
AORTA feels every pulse and 
lakes Ihe flow and purifies it. 
There is a rush of new thoughts 
and feelings that say: Feeling 
rather high, Feeling rather 
high, And I'm never coming 
down, down, down, down." 


The overt celebration of drug 


use is a prominent feature of 
rock lyrics. Many rock stars 
have publicly flaunted their own 
use of drugs, LSD, cocaine, 
speed, herion. This has been, in 
fact, a primary theme. 


Clive Davis is surely incorrect 


in arguing that music merely 
reflects-CHllure. Yes il does, but 
life also imitalcs arl. Is CBS 
willing to push the drug culture 
for corporate profit? And, if so, 
for the destruction of how many 
lives arc they corporatcly res- 
ponsible? 
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Byrns Has Hot Competition For U.S. Bench 


Chester J. Byrns of St. Joseph, presiding judge of Berrien 


county circuit court, has a bundle of competitors in his bid for 
appointment to a pending vacancy on the federal district court for 
western Michigan. 


Fifteen candidates — including seven circuit judges, a probate 


judge and the U.S. attorney for Western Michigan - are being 
considered. 


U. S. Senator Robert Griffin of Michigan is the man who'll give 


the nod. And so far, he isn't saying. 


The fact that Byrns' hat is in the ring for the appointment was 


disclosed by this newspaper yesterday. His friends have been 
working for him quietly for the past three months. Yesterday the 
Berrien County Bar Association released a copy of a unanimous 
resolution it adopted urging appointment of Byrns. 


All 15 of the candidates for the federal judgeship have mounted 


campaigns of varying intensity, soliciting endorsements from 
congressmen, bar associations and prominent Republicans. 


Although federal judges are nominated by President Nixon and 


confirmed by the senate, Griffin controls federal patronage and 
makes the actual choice. Seven of Michigan's 12 U.S. District 
judges owe their jobs to Griffin. The other five entered office 


during previous administrations. 


Griffin also recommended Judge W. Wallace Kent of Kalamazoo 


for the U.S. 6th Circuit Court of Appeals at Cincinnati. Kent died 
last May and Engel, a 1970 Griffin appointee, is his choice to suc- 
ceed Kent. The White House is expected to send Engel's nomina- 
tion to the Senate in a few days. 


The Western District court is headquartered at Grand Rapids 


and has jurisdiction over 34 counties in Lower Michigan and the 
entire Upper Peninsula. 


Circuit Judges whose names figure in speculation for Engel's 


seat include Byrns of St. Joseph, Stuart Hoffius and George V. 
Boucher of Grand Rapids, James F. Schoener of Muskegon, 
Creighton R. Coleman of Battle Creek, Wendell A. Miles of Grand 
Haven, William R. Peterson of Cadillac and Bernard H. Davidson 
of Marquette. 


Others in the running are Probate Judge Robert Payant of Iron 


Mountain; John Milanowski of Grand Rapids, U.S. attorney for the 
Western District; Harold Sawyer, senior partner in a prominent 
Grand Rapids law firm; William S. Farr of Grand Rapids, the 1970 
GOP candidate for state attorney general; Gordon H. Kriekard, a 
Kalamazoo attorney; Walter Russell, of Grand Rapids, former 


Kent County GOP chairman, and Stuart Hubbell of Traverse City, 
former county prosecutor. 


Many of the candidates have impressive political connections. 


Milanowski is a protege of Vice President- designate Gerald R. 
Ford. Kriekard is a former law partner of Rep. Garry Brown, R- 
Schoolcraft, and Sawyer practiced law with Rep. Guy Vander 
Jagt, R-Luther. 


Judge Coleman is the husband of Michigan Supreme Court 


Justice Mary Coleman and Farr has ties to the state GOP. Judge 
Schoener is reported to be a close friend of Griffin and Hubbel, 
who practices law in Traverse City, is even closer. Hubbell 
recently joined Griffin's staff as a legal consultant during Senate 
Rules Committee hearings on Ford's vice presidential nomination.

1925, says a good toy is safe, 
durable,

of

materials, offers the child a 
variety of play possibilities and 
suits the child' age, ability and 
interests. 


Inspect a toy carefully before 


you buy it, warns the NSC. Put it 
back on the shelf or report it to 
the clerk if it shows any of the 
following hazards: sharp points; 
rough or unfinished surfaces; 
cheap plastic or glass parts that 
can .be easily broken; small de- 
tachable components which can 
be; swallowed; shoddy construc- 
tion;; dangerous spikes or pins 
used to attach on eyes, ears, etc. 
on -dolls or stuffed animals, 
parts, activated by a spring or 
motor that may pinch fingers or 
catch hair. Make sure the toy 
has-no toxic substances. Elec- 
trical toys should be reserved 
for'older children and they 
should carry the Underwriters' 
Laboratories, Inc. label.

' It is the fourth straight year 
the Sailors have upset Benton 
Harbor in the opening game of 
Lake 
Michigan 
Athletic 


Conference play and leaves the 
Tigers with 
another 
uphill 


struggle in the league race. 


Unlike previous setbacks, the 


Tigers played well this time and 


even a cursory glance at the 
statistics makes it apparent 
they did everything but win. 


Paced by a brilliant 33-point 


performance by senior guard 
Gary Phillips, Benton Harbor 
put all five starters in double 
figures, outrebounded Mona 
Shores 46-34 and outshot the 
Sailors .486 to .447. 


But one glaring deficiency 


cost the Tigers the game — free 
throw shooting. 


Benton Harbor made only 8 of 


21 free throw attempts, missing 
the first shot seven times in 
one-and-one situations while the 
Sailors converted 13 of 20 foul 
shots to gain their winning 
margin. 


"I don't know why we didn't 


shoot 
free 
throws 
better 


tonight," McKee said dejec- 
tedly. "I don't know who those 
three-second calls were against, 
cither." 


The latter reference was to 


two lane violations that twice 
took the ball away from the 
Tigers in the final two minutes 
of the game when Mona Shores 
wiped out a 78-75 Benton Harbor 
lead with a string of six straight 
points. 


The second call also erased a 


basket by Tiger forward David 
Adkins, who had taken a cross- 
court pass from Phillips and 
gone in for a layup that would 
have put Benton Harbor ahead 


80-77. 


Instead. Mona Shores scored 


on a layup by li-8 center Mark 
Itayner to lake the lead for the 
first time in five minutes at 
79-78 and added single free 
throws by Kayner and Jeff 
Mack before Phillips closed out 
the scoring on a jump shot with 
nine seconds left. 


"Those were both fast breaks 


— we weren't even down the 
court three seconds," McKee 
said of the disputed plays. "I 
don't know who they could have 
called it on." 


The late Sailor surge wiped 


out a stirring fourth-quarter 
rally by the Tigers, who trailed 


a majority of the game but 
pulled ahead by as much as six 
points while sinking 11 of 14 
shots in the final period. 


Phillips led the charge by 


hitting six shots without a miss 
and ended the night with a 
career high scoring total after 
connecting on 14 of 'i'i field goal 
attempts and 5 of 8 foul shots. 


He also dished out some nifty 


assists to help the Tigers 
achieve scoring balance with 
center Keith Seahorn getting 13 
points, forwards Adkins and 
Andrew Atterberry 12 apiece 
and guard Jettie Mice 10.
